They  eee:n  to  be  backward,  I  guess  that  is  due  to  the  lack  of  education  and   ^ 
development.

Their  standards  are 
lower,  than  the  American's.  They  are  sociable,  but  not  very  dependable  ex- 
cept those  who  belon^  to  the  Church.

We  wish  to  inform  La  Alianza  Fraternal  Mexicana  that  after  a  considerable

That  is  in  regard  to  the  character  of  our  celebrations  as  a  United  Fronts 
Our  desire  and  purpose  is  to  work  towards  the  unification  of  our  colonyt 
therefore,  under  the  present  circumstances  it  is  impossible  for  us  to 
accept  the  conditional  terms  proposed  by  your  distinguished  delegation, 
that  is  La  Alianza  cannot  give  us  its  support  until  the  money  spent  by 
that  society  be  actually  reimbursed  by  the  Patriotic  Committee,  and  that 
any  contract  with  the  orchestra  Los  Mayas,  or  v/ith  the  artists  must  be

A  squadron  of  aeroplanes  piloted  by  aviators  from  the  Mexican  army  will 
be  a  feature  in  the  May  Fifth  eelebratioxi*  They  will  fly  over  Chicago 
Friday f  May  3th  between  twelve  and.  one  o*clockf  especially  over  the  area 
where  the  Mexican  Colony  resides • 

For  several  months*  Mexican  aeroplanes  have  been  on  Chanute  Fieldt  at 
Rantoullt  Illinois,  an  aeroplane  base  for  the  United  States  Aray«  These 
planes  are  piloted  by  Mexican  aviators  from  our  army  and  their  names  aret 
Francisco  Xavier  Gonzeles  and  Rlcardo  Castaneda  Leon*  They  are  commissioned 
by  the  Mexican  Diplomatic  Service,  Department  of  War  and  Navy  and  are  making 
radio  communication  studies  under  the  supervision  of  the  Mexican  Embassy  in 
Washington* 

By  special  request  the  lieutenant-pilots  have  agreed  to  fly  over  the  City 

between  12  and  1  o •clock  the  afternoon  of  the  fifth,  thus  taking  a  part  in 
the  festival* 
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The  planes  will  be  identifiedf  particularly  for  the  benefit  of  our  Colonyt 
by  large  flags  unfurled  beneath  their  wings.   Once  the  flightt  which  will 
last  for  an  hourt  is  terminated  the  flyers  will  take  part  in  the  civil 
ceremonies  which  will  be  carried  out  on  the  night  of  Ifey  3tht  in  the  •McCormick 
Hall  located  at  2536  Blue  Island  Avenue* 

The  Mexicetn  Consul  of  this  City,  Don  Carlos  Falacios  Rojat  who  has  cooperated 
officially  in  the  commemoration  of  the  glorious  battle  of  May  5thf  in  v^ich 
the  armies  of  our  Motherland  triumphed t  will  be  the  official  speaker  during  the 
civil  Ceremonies. 

The  Benevolent  Society,  Miguel  Hidalgo  y  Costllla»  is  in  charge  of  all  the 
arrangements.   It  has  made  special  arrangements  with  the  principal  eoid  most 
outstanding  artists  of  our  Colony  who  will  take  part  in  the  fine  program  which 
will  take  place  after  the  civil  ceremony.   This  program  has  already  been  fully 
advertised  in  our  Colony  and  can  also  be  found  on  display  cards  in  the  show  win-

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At  first  our  aviators  ware  to  fly  in  only  one  plane#  But  because  of  the 
plans  of  the  high  authorities  at  the  Chanute  Field t  there  will  be  three 
units  which  will  fly  over  the  City#  As  has  been  mentioned  two  of  the  units 
will  be  piloted  by  the  Mexican  flyers*  The  third  plane  will  be  flown  by  an 
aviator  from  the  lAiited  States  Army*  Up  to  this  time  the  name  of  this  pilot 
has  not  been  given  to  us#

I  know  that  some  of  the  readers  who  have  honored  me  by  reading  my 
articles  in  the  PresSf  lately  have  criticised  me  as  being  too  ra- 
dical  concerning  religious  matters,  at  this  time  I  shall  try  to 
banish  that  error.   It  lives  within  me  a  profound  religious  sen- 
timent.  But  in  my  way,  it  is  natural.   Being  educated  by  the  mater- 
nal side  in  the  most  fervent  religious  practices  and  in  the  paternal 
side  by  great  liberals  of  vanguard,  such  as  the  Diaz,  Cobarrubias, 
Gabino  Barreda,  my  father,  etc.  At  the  head  of  my  bed  I  kept  the 
picture  of  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe  together  with  that  of  Benito  Juare£< 

In  the  youth  of  men,  the  maternal  influence  is  greater  that  the  pa- 
ternal. That  is  why  I  believed  in  such  marked  tendencies  towards  a 
mysticism  that  almost  could  be  called  a  morbid  mysticism  for  I  did 
have  something  like  extasis.   I  knew  by  heart  the  "rite  of  the  mass" 
in  Latin,  and  without  understanding  it. 
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I  had  the  supreme  aspiration  to  become  a  saint.  But  as  in  my  hornet

Having  received  a  corrjnunication  frorr.  the  secretary  of  Foreign  Affairs,  I 
make  haste  to  send  it  to  you  so  t^.at  it  iriay  be  given  iirjTiediate  publication 
in  t:;e  important  tri-vyeekly  v;hich  you  direct* 
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I.:exico,  i:ar.  29,  1930. 


This  mntter  has  to  do  with  the  modification  of  the  Custom  Lav/  v/hich  is  in 
force.   I  have  teen  advised  that  the  change  has  been  made  so  as  to  allow 
those  ?.;exicans  v/ho  return  to  their  homeland  the  same  exemptions  which  they 
enjoyed  before  this  laxv  v/ent  into  effect. 

This  means  that  our  fellcv/men  may  make  an  account  of  v;hat  they  are  able  to 
take  with  them,  on  returning  to  L'exicc,  such  as  automobiles  and  musical 
instruments  of  v/hatever  nature,  and  that  none  of  these  will  be  subject  to 
custom  duties. 
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Those  fellovjT.en  v/ho  desire  to  return,  or  those  v/ho  have  already  returned, 
will  not,  therefore,  have  to  pay  custcn  duties  on  any  type  of  household 
goods  v/hich  they  mii:ht  carry  v;ith  them,  such  as  radios,  pianos,  phonographs 
and  other  musical  instruments  v/hich  they  mi^ht  carry  to  their  homeland  in 
orcier  to  entertain  themselves. 
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The  President  of  the  Republic,  In^'.  Pascual  Crtiz  Ruble,  did  not  speak  in 
vain  v;hen  he  said  that  he  would  rr.ake  every  possible  inducement  to  his 
fellowi.en  in  oraer  to  encoura^re  them  to  return  to  i;ezico,  I..any  Lexican 
families  were  not  able  to  return  to  I-exicc  for  the  simnle  reason  that  the 
Custom  Lav;  did  not  permit  the:.!  to  pass  their  chattels  without  first  paying 
the  stipul'ited  custoi":  duties,   ..ith  the  ne;;  modification,  however,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  number  of  Mexicans  v;ho  might  return  to  Lexico  will  increase 
considerably.

neither  do  v/e  have  unsettled  accounts  \vith  the  govermnent  ?rhich  might  have 
put  us  in  a  position  v;here  v;e  should  have  to  solicit  clemency. 

Those  v7ho  need  repatriation  are.  the  ones  v;ho,  because  of  some  reason,  were 
driven  out  of  Mexico.  The  rood,  honest  Mexicans, -the  ones  who  work  peace- 
fully, -are  able  to  return  to  their  home  land  whenever  they  may  desire.  It 
is  not  neces.^.ary  for  them  to  as':  favors  or  be  subjected  to  ill  founded 
"huinanitarianism. "

and  mannerisms.  For  prestige  and  good  grace  be  cautious  of  all  of  them. 
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There  is  plenty  of  roc^i  in  the  hone  land  to  which  they  rfiay  be  repatriated!

Man3'  of  these  gent  1  en  n  are  conr)letely  ignorant  of  what  the  word  repatriation 
signifies.  The  majority  of  our  ^:exicans  are  not  exiles,  nor  are  v/e  shiftless 
wanderers.  The  vrord  repatriation  is  used  in  this  connection  to  indicate  half- 
breeds  of  lamb  appearance  as  a  pretr.:rt  for  explr  iting  us  one  at  a  time. 

The  Mexicans  of  Chicago,  and  in  general  all  those  v;ho  live  in  these  hospitable 
lands  of  Uncle  Sam,  find  no  need   of  foreign  mediation  in  order  to  return  to 
their  home  Icinds.  V/e  should  not  get  it  .into  our  heads  that  it  is  necessary  to 
seek  foreign  aid  in  order  to  return  to  Mexico.  Mexico  is  for  Mexicans  and  it 
is  knovm  that  our  country  has  never  expelled  one  of  its  sens  vrithout  justifiable 
cause.  The  motto  of  all  Il'^-icans  ;?ho  are  living  av;ay  from  home  is  our  honor 
and  our  ineffaceable  love  rcr  our  mother  country  and  its  institutions.  For 
these  sons  who  knovj  ho?:  to  lioncr  'Mexico,  the  country  extends  vade  open  arms. 
These  gentlemen,  humanitarians  of  hypocrisy,  know  that  with  the  honorable

he  iriay  return  to  his  country  v;henever  he  mi^^t  s^e  fit,  without  it  being 
necessary  for  hiin  to  negotiate  v/ith  any  one.

Now,  because  of  the  nev/ly  enacted  laws  restricting  immigration  of  our  fellow- 
men  to  this  country,  we  feel  that  some  mention  should  be  made  relative  to  the 
reasons  impelling  our  compatriots  to  leave  their  motherland* 

Llany  editorial  writers  have  noted  three  factors  which  have  caused  our  country- 
men to  leave  their  hone;  namely,  lack  of  employment,  political  and  revolutionary 
agitation,  and  religious  difficulties  between  the  government  and  the  Catholic 
Church* 

However,  a  large  number  of  those  Mexicans  who  leave  their  country  are  influenced 
by  special  reasons*   ile   say  special  reasons  because  lack  of  work  which  has  con- 
tributed to  the  bulk  of  imrnic^ration  should  only  cause  difficulties  to  the 
laboring  class  and  not  to  the  middle  class  which  on  account  of  its  training 
should  find  a  way  to  make  an  honest  living  even  'NYien  work  is  scarce* 
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Nevertheless,  this   class   is  the  one  most  affected  by  lack  of  work.     This  is 
due  to  our  idiosyncraaies,   to  our  Latin  outlook  on  life  \7hich  is  very 
different  from  that   of  the  Saxons, 

7/hen  an  individual  of  the  middle   or  upper  class    is   unable  to  make   a  good 
living  he   knows  that   his  financial  position   is  unequal  to  his  social  standing. 
Rather  than  to  do  menial  v/ork  and  to  be   satisfied  with  a  lower  social  standing 
in  his   own  country,   he  will  move  to  a  nev/  land  and  there  take  up  any  type  of 
work. 

The   saddest   part   is  that  these    individuals   are  the   last   ones  to   return  to 
their  motherland.     They  plan  to  return  from  year  to  year  but  their  means  do 
not  permit  them  to  save  enough  to  return  v/ith  security.     The  probable  result 
is  that   death  overtakes  them  before  they  have  an  opportunity  to  return  to  the 
land  from  which  they  came.     They  do  not  have   sufficient   equanimity  to  con- 
front all  the   situations   in  their  country  and  to  endure   criticism  and  snubbing 
by  friends  and  by  the  public.

Convinced  that  hatreds   and  preju- 
dices  had  been  dispelled^    ';ome    of  the   exiles^    with  ^reat   optimism  embarkedf    home* 
ward   bound  not  knowing  what  disappointT-ents   wf.re   await  in''    them. 
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On  their  arrival  at  the  frontier  they  were  met  ^y   custorn  officip.ls  vho  told 
then,  sone  rudely,  some  in  a  friendly  manner:  You  cannot  disenbarkj   If  the 
hapless  one  argues  that  there  is  no  l»^,w  v/hich  prohibits  a  Mexican  from  enter- 
ing his  own  country,  he  is  told  that  nevertheless  he  may  not  enter  the  count;ry» 
He  then  tells  the  custom  official  thtit  the  trip  has  consumed  almost  all  his 
saving's,  that  he  has  -'iven  ux'  the  position  he  had  abroad  anJ  that  in  the  future 
he  would  take  no  part  in  politics.  He  further  explains  that  he  had  consulted 
the  Mexican  Consul  before  leaving  and  that  re  vas  assured  by  him  that  there  was 
no  obstacle  to  his  return,  becunse  every  ■.■exican  has  a  rir^ht  to  return  to  his 
country  v/henever  he  \vishes.   .hy  Is  thut,  when  one  arrive  here,  the  conciliatory 
attitude  described  in  the  press  proves  erroneous  and  the  information  furnished 
by  the  Mexican  l^onsul  turns  out  to  be  deception,   how  my  situation  is  desperate* 
vVithout  me,  my  family  cannot  sta^^  here  becuuse  1  am  their  sole  supx^ort,  and  they 
can't  return  with  me  because  I  a^'t  unable  to  pay  the  fare  for  all  of  us« 

If  the  custom  officer  is  f^i^indly  hs  will  rive  to  tv^e  passenger  a  confidential 

explanation.  -  Listen,  your  nume  is  on  this  list,  and  although  I  feel  very  sorrv 
for  you,  I  have  to  follow  the  instructions,  not  to  let  any  one  whose  name  is  on*' 

the  list,  cross  the  border. 
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But,  as  I  wish  to  please  you»  I  shall  ask  Tor  nev/  instruct  ions  and  as  soon 
as  I  p;et  the  information,  I  will  notify  yoa»   This  is  the  only  consolation 
e  custom  official  can  ^ive  to  a  Liezican  exile,  who  -"^.nts  to  return  to  his 
homeland  an:^  finds  out,  that  becuus^j  his  name  ij  on  the  list,  entry  is  re- 
fused to  him»   In  the  meant im'=',  the  boat  is  ready  to  leave  and  our  ^'exican 
must  return,  with  his  family  or  ulone,  accorlin  to  his  financisl  situation*

Those  who  have  v/orked  with  the  I.:exica:\s  and  those  who  have  studied  the  situa- 
tion say  that  the  I.'exicar  is  here  to  stay*  They  point  to  Texas,  Los  .Angeles, 
St.  Louis,  Denver,  Topeka  and  many  other  places  v;here  I/exicans  are  known  to 
have  penaanent  residences  and  to  have  "been  in  the  country  for  several  years. 

Of  32,000  who  entered  in  six  months  cf  1928,  20,000  were  men,  more  than  half 
of  whom  were  married.  Over  5,000  v/ere  children  under  16  years  of  age.  Dr. 
3mory  Eogardus  of  the  University  of  Southern  California  says  that  v/hile  prac- 
tically none  of  the  Mexicans  cone  expectinf  to  stay,  yet  in  a  large  group 
studied  in  Southern  Calif orniri,  many  of  thera  .vere  found  to  own  their  own  homes. 
The  nuipiber  of  I.Iexican  children  regularly  e..rolled  in  the  schools,  in  many  of 
the  cities  of  the  Scuthv/er.t,  points  to  their  permane  .cy  of  residence  and  to 
their  increasing  number.  For  instance,  in  21  Faso  Texas,  the  school  population 
is  70  per  cent  I.lexican.   In  July,  1928,  there  were  465  AmeriC'':in  born  and  1047 
Mexican 3. 
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Mexican  labor  is  becoi^iiiie  an  increasin'?-ly  basic  factor  in  certain  lines  of 
industry,  !,!ost  of  the  I.'.exicans  who  coir.o  tc  the  United  States  v/crk  at  un- 
skilled labor.  They  are  nuch  in  der.and  for  the  reason  ex^^ressed  by  many 
employers,  th'_;t  they  are,  not  radical,  eaily  controlled  by  those  in  author- 
ity, and  villincT,  to  ta::-3  orders.   In  the  i:orth,  East,  South,  and  '.Vest,  the 
Mexican  is  bein^:  used,  Lurr.berinc,  agriculture,  r.iining,  grazing,  railroad 
construction,  all  deriand  his  labor.  Thoy  furnish  the  C3^©^"t  supply  of  trans- 
ient lalor  for  the  perishable  crocs  of  the  Southv/est.  !;'uch  of  their  work 
is  seasonal  ai.d  they  drift  fron  one  occupation  to  another,  fromstat-3  to 
state,  and  betv/een  seasons  are  often  Idle  and  unemployed. 

It  is  reported  that  in  the  Ir.perial  Valley  in  California,  each  yoar  .'exican 
labor  picl;.s  25  tons  of  raisii^.3,  Zv   tons  of  walnuts,  5  million  boxe..  of  lemons, 
and  25  million  boxes  of  oranges.  In  three  counties  of  Colorado,  1C,000  cared 
for  110,000  acres  of  beets,  more  than  t;vo  thirds  c^f  Its  entire  ceet  acreavfre^ 
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They  travel  v/ith  the  crops  and  the  jobs,   ./hole  fa-nilies  of  then  may  be  seen 
loaded  in  old  half  broken-dov/n  Fords,  bOi:i£  fro.-n  the  oranges  to  the  cantaloupes, 
then  to  the  grape  pickin.:^,  and  then  to  th3  vvalnuts,  Fron  the  beet  field  they  go 
to  to  v;hatever  vjcrk  is  oifered  them» 

In  the  Southwest,  they  are  the  principal  hirhv;ay  buil-iers  and  alir.03t  exclusiv- 
elu,  the  railroad  section  h-nds*  They  pick  ::.uch  of  tlie  cotton  in  Texas  and 
Arizona;  they  tend  vineyards,  citrus  orchards,  walnut  proves  and  nelon  fields 
in  California;  they  care  ror  the  su^ar  beets  in  Colorado,  -Vyominr,  I.'ontana, 
and  California;  they  are  in  the  cop  er  ::iine£  of  Arizona  and  !'ew  :.  exico* 

V/ojrien,  too,  are  nur.bered  anonr  the  v;cr]:ers*  Thou^di  women  have  not  migrated 
as  .'^luch  as  the  i\enf   they  are  being  used  throughout  tlie  Southwest,  in  industry. 
Their  entrance  into  industry  has  oeen  c^^^^^^>  ^'^^    -^'^^y  are  there  in  consider- 
able nuriV^er.   In  the  arricutural  districts  they  are  encoded  in  ;iany  tasks, 
weedinr,  chop:,  in^,  and  hcein£:  beets,  picking":  and  packinp*  fruits.

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L'exican  1^""   is  fcur:a  in  the  construction  and  nftintenaiice-of-wiy  ranrs,    as 
soon  as  the  v/eather  opens  up  in  the  sprinr  and  as  late  as  it  will  permit  in 
the  fall.  The  vice-president  of  o:ie  western  railroad  states  that  his  road 
has  steady  erinloy-ent  for  atout  1,036  I'exicans,  and  during  t.ie  san^-ier  v;hen 
construction  v/ork  is  in  irofress,  an  eriployiient  of  as  ::iany  as  1,47".  The 
engineer  6f  maintenance  -of-v;ay  of  another  railroad,  states,  ti  at  his  road 
employs  ap  rcximately  9, COO  I.iexicrrns.  Only  4  per  cent  of  these,  he  states, 
are  employed  in  other  than  :.air' enance-of-vvay  forces.  Practically  all  of 
the  v/estern  railroads  e::i:  loy  Texican  labor. 

One  road  reports  normally  1,800,  the  nunber  increasinr  to  a^out  2,900  durinp- 
the  peak  season  in  track '.vork,  arid  to  sor::e  extent  they  are  e:::ployed  in  the  store 
departments.  Ar-other  reports  errjloyi.ie.  t  of  as  i-iany  as  2,600  in  1926,  mostly 
used  as  track  nen  all  over  the  system.  Accordin;-  to  an  official  o  "  another 
railro-d,  his  railway  e:. .ploys  500  to  1,000  I.-exicans  in  track  work  in  Iowa, 
Illinois  and  V/isconsin.  I.iany  of  the  c^^^^  industrial  centers  claim  their 
quota  of  :.:exican  workers. 
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They  are  to  be  found  in  the  steel  Hiills  oi*  Gary,  the  slau^rhter  and  meat 
packing  houses  of  Chicago,  Kausas  City  and  Omaha,  ihe   mines  of  Arizona, 
Kow  Lexico  and  Colorado,  and  iv^ilroad  construction  v/ork  and  maintonance- 
of-vxay.  In  Chicago,  the  192b  Report  of  the  Department  of  Public  V/elfare, 
lists  1,042  in  the  steel  nills,  606  in  the  oundries,  and  a   considerable 
but  uncomputed  nuri^er  in  the  railroads  and  p-i  ^kin-  houses* 

In  one  large  cotton  nill  in  a  southwestern  cicy,  the  entire  force  of  400,  is 
made  up  of  I.'exican  v;0i.-en  and  ::irls,  ::any  of  the  rirls  apr  ear  under  the  age 
linit  set  by  the  Child  Labor  lav;s.  llexioaa  wonen  are  alc^o  found  in  the 
gar:.ie::t  factories  :,.aking  overalls  and  jmnpers.  Bein^-  pood  needle  v/orkers, 
they  are  used  also  on  finer  v;ork,  such  as  infantas  and  v/onen's  wear* 

The  practice  of  contracting  for  family  labor  is  not  Uxico.-jion  expecially  in 
the  c.-tton,  fruit  and  beet  fields,  vjhere  whole  families  are  hired  to  care 
for  a  certain  acrsa^^e.  In  the  early  morning  at  the  nnrket  places  in  some 
of  the  cities  of  the  Southv/est,  v/here  labor  agents  hold  forth,  v/hole  truck- 
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loads  of  wcrkifi^^nen  and  their  fai::ilies,  are  seen  L^inr  taken  to  the  fields, 
v/here  jobs  have  leen  secured  for  them« 

Family  labor  brings  its  quota  of  child  labor.  Child  lalor  is  used  to  a  great 
extent  in  the  beoti  fields.  In  a  personal  visit  to  the  beet  fields,  inany  chil- 
dren v/ere  found  to  v/ork  ''fron.  sunrise  to  sunset,*^  A  1926  study  in  Colorado, 
made  by  the  I'ational  Child  Labor  Committee,  listed  650  childr-in  doing  some 
kind  of  fam  labor,  292  of  these  assisted  these  growing  beets •  The  children 
work  lone  hours  in  the  sun  doin^^  the  top;  in^;  and  weeding.  Especially  in  the 
beet  industry  of  Colorado,  it  is  claimed  that  the  labor  of  children  is  needed. 
Except  amon{3  a  fe:v,  local  S3nti::iei:t  seems  to  be  with  the  industry  and  a  {gener- 
al opinion  prevails  that  the  v:ork  of  the  children  in  the  beet  fields  '*  doesn*t 
hurt  them.** 

The  Knights  of  Columbus  I.'exican  "Velfare  Committee  of  Colorado,  holds  a  contrary 
viev;.  It  insists  that  "  the  welfare  of  tiie  child  should  be  superior  to  the 
needs  of  industry,*'  and  that  if  Child  Labor  lav;s  are  enforced,  the  industry  v;ill 
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quickly  find  out  how  to  adapt  itself  to  the  new  condition,  and  be  the  better 
for  it.^ 

Wages 

The  wages  of  the  L:exican  workers  are  very  low»  Priests  and  Bishops  speak  often 
of  the  poverty.  The  Committee  on  Mexican  Immigration,  for  the  Federation  of 
Labor,  in  one  state  declares,  the  Mexicans  in  the  agricultural  district  in  the 
Southwest,  are  working  for  as  low  as  $1«50  a  day»  It  was  stated  by  an  official 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  that  they  receive  as  much  as  the  American  worker, 
especially  in  the  Imperial  Valley#  There  is  discrimination  in  the  wages  paid 
to  Mexican  and  American  labor.  In  certain  railraod  maintenance-of-way  gangs 
Mexican  labor  receives  twenty-eight  to  thirty-two  cents  an  hour  while  at  the 
same  work  American  labor  receives  forty-two  cents.

Senator  Harris,    Jemocrut,    and  ienator  Blane,    Republican  raade  a  protest^ against 
what  they  call   the   flux  of  I'exicun   iiiuui^ration  to  tne   United  Stutes^     Senator 
Blane  asked  for  prohibitionist  forces   to  regulate  the  entry  of  Mexicans*   Senator 
Reed  suid  there  will  be   op^osi^ion  to  llr.   Hoover's   initiative  which  stipulates 
in  his   Immigration  Bill   thiit   only  1,300  are   to   irmaigrate  a  year,     ^t  the  present 
time  frora  3,000  to  6,000  ure   comini^    in  every  .iionth. 

The   recommendations   from  the  land  Siolders    of  Texas   and  California  has  been  worth-

GALL I TO  IN  THE  TRENCHES 

The  Mexican  painter,  Gallito,  who  left  Chicago  a  few  days  ago  for  Mexico  to  help 
the  cause  of  the  Government  in  the  Mexican  Revolution  fell  into  the  hands  of 
rebel  spies  on  crossing  the  border. 

He  Was  escorted  to  the  headquarters  of  the  rebels  where  in  order  to  save  himself 
he  told  the  authorities  that  he  had  left  Chicago  in  order  to  join  the  forces  which 
were  fighting  the  federal  government. 

On  the  basis  of  this  declaration,  he  was  without  further  ado  equipped  as  a  soldier^ 
"I  did  not  like  loy  position  as  a  rebel  soldier  and  began  at  once  to  plan  an  escape. 

I  soon  found  myself  in  the  company  of  three  hundred  other  recmiits.  They  called 
us  "volunteers".  The  generals  only  wanted  us  to  get  through  our  training  in  a 
hurry  so  that  we  might  relieve  the  soldiers  at  the  front. 

I  could  observe  that  the  situation  was  going  from  bad  to  worse  and  that  at  any 
moment  we  would  meet  the  troops  of  Plutareo.  Then  would  have  to  fight  with  my 
comrades,  and  await  an  opportunity  to  escape  to  the  federal  forces. 
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This  may  appear  to  be  a  story  but  it  is  true^

Venegas  was  an  authority  on  religious  music 
and  an  accomplished  musician.   Immediately  after  his  arrival  in  Chicago  he 
identified  himself  with  Catholic  activities,  serving  as  organist  at  the  Koly 
Name  Cathedral  and  at  oaint  llary  ana  oaint  Thomas  Jhurches  for  several  years* 

His  fijinerai  took  place  Friday  mornin^  from  his  luxurious  residence  and  was 
attended  by  di-nitaries  from  the  Catholic  Church,  consular  officials  from 
various  Central  and  South  American  republics,  as  well  a.-  by  prominent  Chi- 
cago professional  and  business  men.
